Prof.  Dr.  Engr.  Todor  Stefanov  Radoslavov 

Professor  Radoslavov,  Chairman  of  the  chair  for  Uti.liaation  of  Vfa^er 
Power  and  Hydrology,  was  born  3  Oebber  1899  in  Tumovo,  andde- 
.scended  from  a  teaching  family.  received  his  primary  and  sec¬ 
ondary  education  in  Turnovo,  Koiarovgrad,  and  Sofia.  In  February 
l<;)2b,  he  graduated  from  the  Constriction  Department  of  the  BerJin. 
Higher  Polytechnic  School  with  "very  good"  marks.  Afterwards 
he  began  to  work  as  an  engineer  In  the  Hydrological  Service  in  Sofia, 
where  he  remained  17  year.?.  During  this  tic.ie  he  successfully  held 
all  engineering  positions,  including  the  post  of  "water  director.  '• 

in  1942,  he  was  appoint-'id  professor  and  chairman  of  the  chair 
jf  Bydrx5-Couatructic.n  at  tlic  State  Higher  Polytechnic  School  in  Sofia, 
Be  did  advanced  study  during  1943  in  Vienna,  Berlin,  Dresden,  aud 
Graa  and  obtained  the  doctor-engineer  degree  from  the  Berlin  Higher 


Polytechtiic  School. 

After  the  establishment  of  the  Hydraulic  Eng^inecring  Faculty 
and  the  recrgaisiaatlon  of  the  chairs,  he  became  chairman  of  the  chair 
,Orr  Utilization  of  Water  Power, and  Hydrology,  which  position  he  con- 
tiaues  to  hold. 

He  has  been  awarded  the  Honor  Badge  of  city  of  Sofia,  the  order 
of  Sv.  Aleksaadur  [Saint  Alexander]  4th  degree  and  the  order  of  Kiril 
i  Metodi  [Cyril  and  Methodius]  Ist  degree. 

Professor  Radoslavov  has  written  ten  scientific  works,  such  as

etc. ,  .some  of  which  have  be  sn  published  abroad.  He  has  also  written 
five  textbooks  and  many  scientific  and  popular  scientific  articles  in 
the  field  of  the  water  control.  He  has  investigated,  designed,  and 
supervised  the  construction  of  tens  of  projects  in  om  country  and  has 
written  many  reviews  on  books,  dissertations,  scientific  papers,  etc. 

The  activities  of  Prof.  Radosiavov  have  contribut’d  very  much 
to  the  developir.cnt  cf  hydraulic  construction  in  our  c.uatry.

.imc-try,  lii  1939,  he  obtained  the  doctor's  degree  in  mathematics 
fiorn  the  Hanseatic  Umversity  in  Hamburg.

at  the  Khristo  Botev  Technical  School.  'W'hen  the  State  Higher  Poiy  *

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for  lecturer  in  Descriptive  Geometry  and  Technical  Design,

Prof.  Marchinkov  was  born  Id  February  1901  in  Constantsa, 
Runrarua.  He  attended  the.  primary  school  in  Ms  native  towri,  and 
received  hiP  secondary  education  in  Sofia.  He.  graduated  in  nieiiora- 
tive  engineering  frorrx  the  Higher  Technical  fchool  in  Vierma  in  1999- 

In  September  1932,  he  -•  egan  tc  work  in  the  Hydrological  Depart- 
ineni  where  he' made  his  career  and  euccessfuiiy  worked  in  all  serv- 
iee-s,  including  the  position  of  chief  inspector  and  chief  of  the  Divisrion 
of  Hydrology. 

In  1935,  Prof.  Marchinkov  laid  the  basis  for  systematic  h-ydravt- 
lie  research  in  our  country.  This  research  has  played  an  important 
i-olf*  jn  our  hydraulic  engineering  coxistr notion  since  9  September  194-i. 

He  won  a  competition  and  was  appointed  on  1  March  1946  as 
professor  and  chairman  of  the  chair  for  Hydrology  and  Hydraulics; 
and  after  the  establi  Jhment  of  the  Hydraulic  Eixgineering  Facu.Uy,  he 
became  professor  and  chairman  of  the  chair  of  Hydrology  and  Mot.©" 
orology. 

Prof.  Marcliinkov  has  wiHtten  24  w’ork  on  hydrologicai  proh- 
lerna;  in  his  worki  he  has  given  formulas,  criteria,  and  methods 
\v}iich  have  been  adopted  in  practit  j  in  our  country  and  abroad.  Some 
of  his  works  have  been  ubliahed  by  the  Bulgarian  Academy  of  Scieru;e& 
«T5d  the  Hungarian  Academy  of  Sciences,  He  has  written  textbook.<;;, 
such  as  Zapiski  po  khidrologiya  [Notes  in  Hydrologyl  snd  Zapiski 
po  khidrologiy”a  i  khTdr av li I<TTn ote a  in  Hydrology  and  Hydi-auVic  s"j. 
HeTr'orTe'of  t'helounders  of"pcriodicai  Khidrologiya  [Hydrology j  j, 
founded  in  1950,  and  its  first  chief  editor.  He  is  a  member  cl  the 
editorial  sitaff  of  the  periodical  Khidrologiya  i  meteorologiya  [Hydrol¬ 
ogy  and  Meteorology].  Beside  his  h-ctares  in  tkie  ISI,  he  has  lectured 
u"  the  Mining  and  Geological  Institute,  and  he  also  lectures  at  the 
r'aculiy  oi  Physics  and  Mathematics  and  at  the  G.  Dimitrov  Higher 


Agricultural  Institute  in  Sofia. 

At  the  anniversary  session  of  the  Hungarian  Academy  of 
Sciexxcea  in  Prof.  Marchlnkov  delivered  a  scientific  report 

which  was  published  as  a  separate  volume  of  the  Hungarian  Academy 

of  Sciences. 

The  scientific  and  practical  work  of  Prof.  Marchlnkov  has  con* 
tributed  a  great  deal  to  the  development  of  hydrology  in  our  country. 

Prof,  jEngr.  Dimitur  Tsvetkov  Vurbanov 

Prof.  Vurbanovt  Chairman  of  the  Chair  of  Water  Supply  and 
Sewerage*  was  born  10  September  1901  in  Elkhovo,  He  graduated 
from  the  secondary  technical  school  in  Sofia  in  1926.  He  received 
his  higher  education  in  Gent*  Belgium*  where  he  graduated  in  con* 
{struction  engineering  in  1932,  From  1932  to  1948  he  served  in  Sofia, 
Blagoevgrad*  and  Plovdiv  as  ah  engineer  in  the  field  of  water  supply 
and  sewerage  and  as  chief  of  the  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Ministry  of  Public  Works. 

From  .1932  to  1948*  Prof.  Vurbanov  studied*  designed  and  super¬ 
vised  the  construction  of  about  73  projects  for  Bulgaria's  water  supply 
and  sewerage  works. 

In  1948*  on  the  basis  of  a  competition*  he  was  appointed  profes¬ 
sor  in  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage  at  the  University  of  Varna.  From 
1948  to  1951,  he  was  the  rector  of  this  university.  In  1951,  he  was 
appointed  professor  at  the  Hydraulic  Engineering  Faculty  in  Sofia. 

He  has  been  chairman  of  the  chair  of  Sewerage  and  for  many  years 
he  has  been  the  dean  of  the  Hydraulic  Engineering  Faculty*  which 
post  he  also  holds  now. 

Prof.  Vurbanov  h<?s  written  the  following  textbooks  and  manuals:
